In order to use the Gregorian Tones, the following 
observations may be of some service to persons quite 
unacquainted with chanting. 

1. Each verse is divided into two parts by a colon, 
corresponding to the break in the middle of the line of 
Music. The greater part of each half- verse is chanted 
upon one note, called the recitation note : as, for example, 
in the following Tone (Tone 2, Psalm 26, page 27,) 
the first half of the verse as far as the syllable in italic 
is said on the recitation note F, which note is distinguished 
from those that follow by being enclosed between lines. 
The same holds with respect to the second half of the 
verse. Thus, 




Be thou my Judge, O Lord, for I have walked innoc*wfiy : my 
trust hath been also in the Lord, therefore shall / not fall. 



2. After the recitation note in both divisions of the 
verse, follows a change more or less simple ; and accord- 
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ing to the number of notes following the recitation note, 
more or fewer syllables must be taken : this rule being 
always observed, that not more than one syllable is to be 
taken to each single note at the middle or end. 

3. It is in accordance with this rule that the Psalms 
are marked ; the syllable in italics shews where the reci- 
tation note is left, and this syllable, with the syllables 
that follow, are sung to the notes which follow the reci- 
tation note. Thus in the second Tone, (given above,) the 
two last syllables of the word “ innocently ” are sung to 
the two last notes before the break in the Music, and the 
“/ not fall” to the three last notes which close the 
chant. The same explanation holds where there are 
more notes after the recitation note than there are in the 
foregoing chant. Thus in the eighth Tone (which is 
the same with the second in the first half), four syllables 
must be taken at the end of the second half instead of 
three: thus,

The same holds in the sixth Tone (see p. 2), where 
farther it is to be observed, that in the second half occure 
a slur of two notes, to which only one syllable is to be 
sung : e. g.

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where “ of” in the second half is to be sung to the two 
notes G and A under the slur. With this explanation, 
there will be no difficulty in chanting any of the other 
tones, as the seventh (see p. 11), where there are four 
notes, and therefore four syllables, to be taken at the close 
of the first half, and four syllables at the close of the 
second half, the last of which is sung to two notes under 
a slur. Again in the third Tone (see p. 53.) there 
are four syllables at the close of each half, and in both 
cases one of the syllables is slurred. 

4. It must be recollected that the Gregorian Tones are 
sung in unison ; and, though the modem Treble Staff has 
been used for clearness’ sake, it is not meant that all must 
endeavour to rise to the notes of the seventh Tone, as 
given at p. 52, but that the recitation note in this Tone 
(and so in the other Tones) must be taken according to 
the voice of the person chanting. 

5. Again, it is not so essential to retain the original 
recitation note, as when the most convenient note has 
been assumed for the recitation note, to preserve the proper 
gradations of sound in the notes that follow. Thus, since 
the third Tone, as ordinarily given, has C for its reci- 
tation note, which would be extremely fatiguing to many 
persons, the same chant has been also given with B flat 
for its recitation note. (P. 53. See also p. 11.) And 
perhaps it may be suggested that in general the most 
suitable recitation note is A ; which note being assumed, 
it is matter of no difficulty to discover the analogous 
final notes by noticing the intervals in the given form of 
the Tone. The third Tone is given with A for its recita- 
tion note at p. 88. 
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6. As the Gregorian Tone is the adaptation of musical 
notes to words, and not the converse, the time of the 
notes will be determined mainly by the length of the 
syllables. The notes therefore by which the Tones are 
represented, are not semi-breves, as implying tim$, but 
are simply used to exhibit the intonation of the voice in 
saying the Psalm. Sufficient time must be taken in the 
recitation note for the reverent intonation of praise, and 
the time required will necessarily vary with the length of 
the verse. It is recommended that though at first the 
Psalms may be chanted slowly, yet, when the Gregorian 
method of chanting has been acquired, a certain degree of 
rapidity should be preferred, as more suitable to the pur- 
poses of devotion. Where the length of a verse is such 
as to render it necessary to take breath during its into- 
nation, in order that all may do so together, an asterisk 
has been added to indicate where breath may be taken. 
See pp. 54, 55. 

7. In four of the Tones, where at the close of the first 
half of the verse, the voice falls after rising, viz. in the 
second (p. 3), the fourth (p. 75), the fifth (p. 60), and the 
eighth (p. 4), in the case of a monosyllable* the Tone 
is chanted with the omission of the final note in the first 
half. For instance, while we chant the following verse 
thus,

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Praise him, sun and moon : praise him, all ye stars and light, 
with the emission of the C, which ordinarily closes the 
first half of the verse. Cases of this kind are very fre- 
quent in English ; and in the Song of the Three Children 
(p. 4.) every verse is of this kind. Hence an apparent 
irregularity in the italic marking of the Psalms, (compare 
the first verses of Psalm 63. p. 3,) which renders this 
explanation necessary. 

8. As to the Tones for the Hymns, it is recommended 
that they should not be sung too slow; and both in 
singing them and the Psalms, though instrumental accom- 
paniment is in the first instance necessary, the sooner it 
can be dispensed with the better. It is also recom- 
mended that, when possible, the Psalms should be 
chanted responsorially , as a security against fatigue, as 
well as for other reasons. Each verse too of the Hymns 
may be divided, each division of the chanters taking 
two lines; and all might join in the Gloria , both in 
Hymns and Psalms. 

9. But better than any directions which can be given 
in writing would be attendance at Divine Service at 
Margaret-street Chapel, Cavendish-square, London 5 . 

k Not to speak of the effect of the Gregorian Chants in the Cathedral of 
Ndtre Dame, and the Churches abroad. It should be mentioned that the 
Gregorian Tones, as given in the Day Honrs, vary from those published by 
the Rev. Frederic Oakeley, and used at Margaret Chapel; 1. because Mr. 
Oakeley has not made use of all the Tones ; 2. because it has been my object 
in the Day Hours to give the simplest forms of the Tones which I could find. 
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After hearing the Gregorian Tones, it would be difficult 
to forget the effect of them ; one would think as little of 
comparing them with other our Anglican Chants, as of 
comparing the Psalms and Canticles, or the Ecclesiastical 
Hymns, with modern compositions.

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The cultivation of a devotional spirit is the best mode 
of reformation ; and the best security against spurious 
devotion, is to derive it from the Church: hence the 
following attempt to supply the member of the Anglican 
Communion, with a translation of the Day Hours of the 
Church Catholic, with the omission of certain parts which, 
however pious in the mouths of others, would not be so 
to him \ Moreover, the Church has recognised the use of 
Music as most necessary for devotion ; not that spurious 
Music which has made our Cathedrals occasions for dis- 
play ; but, as the Church has ever had her own words, so 
she has also had her own mode of uttering them. Hence 
the following attempt to exhibit the Gregorian Tones in 
their simplest form ; and it may be hoped, that in a case 
where many attempts must be made before we, who have 
been so long wrong, can become right, allowance will be 
made for the imperfections of the undertaking. 

2. St. Ambrose then in the fourth century, as St. Gre- 
gory in the seventh, reduced to rule or improved the 
system of ecclesiastical intonation which he found exist- 

* It should be mentioned, however, that there is nothing more omitted than 
the Suffrages of the Saints at p. 59, and the Antiphons of the Blessed Virgin 
at Compline.

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ing. He selected from the Ancient Greek Modes the 
four most appropriate to sacred purposes ; these were 
the Dorian, Phrygian, Lydian, and Mixolydian b ; and the 
middle notes (jUaai) of these became the predominant % 
or recitation notes of his four Tones. These are seve- 
rally, A, B, C, D. 

3. It is plain that the selection of any one musical 
note for recitation would answer the purpose of reverence, 
and guard the officiator from the temptation to display 
and from personal peculiarities ; and the account given 
by St. Augustine of the rules of St. Athanasius on this 
point, imply that changes in the intonation were dis- 
couraged. But when the Church was recognised by the 
state, and multitudes flowed in, the standard of whose 
character fell short of the severity of days of persecution, 
with consummate wisdom, or rather by Divine inspiration, 
the Church met their needs, and while still all glorious 
within, her raiment too was now of wrought gold. Hence 
noble Churches, impressive ceremonial, images, and all 
those external helps, which, though the greatest saints may 
at last dispense with them, are necessary to form their 
character, and are ever looked back upon by them with

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affection and gratitude. It was thus that ornament was 
first admitted into the Church’s melody, and it was thus, 
that in after times St. Gregory admitted still greater 
decoration ; then in course of time harmony was enlisted 
in the Church’s service, till now, by sad abuse, Music is 
with us either all in all or nothing. 

4. In each of St. Ambrose’s Tones, the final note was 
a fifth below « the predominant note; they consequently 
terminated severally, on D, E, F, G. Whether the verse 
of a Psalm was recited on the predominant note, and 
then its last syllable was said on the final simply, thus.

5. This simplest form of intonation might be to the 
generality of people too severe, and its monotony would be 
relieved by dividing each verse, and admitting a variation 
at its mediation as well as at its termination , under, how-

6. But it is probable that St. Ambrose knew nothing 
of these embellishments: they may not have existed 
when St. Gregory did for the Ambrosian Tones what 
St. Ambrose had done for ecclesiastical intonation before 
his time. To the four Ambrosian Tones, St. Gregory 
added four others, connected severally with the four Am- 
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brosian. This connection is indicated by the names by 
which the four Gregorians are called. The Ambrosian are 
called Magistri and Authentici , the Gregorian Discipult 
and Plagale8. In the order in which the eight Tones are 
given, the Gregorian immediately follow the Ambrosian : 
the Ambrosian, are the first, third, fifth, and seventh ; the 
Gregorian are the second, fourth, sixth, and eighth®. 
The relation between the Ambrosian and Gregorian 
Tones, I am not musician enough to analyze; but it 
would seem to be something of the same kind of differ- 
ence as between the Plagal and the Ordinary manner of 
closing a piece of music, a difference well known to 
musicians. St. Gregory’s four Tones have severally the 
same final note as St. Ambrose’s four, and have their 
predominant note at a less interval than the Ambrosian. 

7. But it is fitter for one who does not profess any 
knowledge of Music, to confine himself to facts which 
may lead others to the true account of the ecclesiastical 
Tones, than to proffer conjectures of his own. Before, 
however, giving the Gregorian Tones in their several 
forms, the following remarks may be made, (i.) All the 
notes are natural. B fiat is sometimes admitted, but only 
as an accidental f . (ii.) B is never used as the predomi* 
nant note. Guido of Arezzo (the reformer of Ecclesi- 
astical chanting) pronounces it to be ignoble, and unworthy

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of being the principle of any Tone*, (iii.) Whenever 
several notes are used to one syllable (by what we call a 
slur) all the notes but the last are short in point of time h . 
(iv.) It must be remembered that though the musical notes 
must necessarily, on paper, be represented by the ordinary 
notation, yet that all notion of the customary value of a 
note must be got rid of. It is not with the Gregorian as 
with our English Chants : in the latter, the words must 
be suited to the music ; in the Gregorian, the music, as is 
fitting, suits itself to the words. It must also be re- 
membered that the Gregorian Tones are congregational, 
and properly sung not played ; the consequent difficulty 
of representing them on paper is obvious. The voice 
may, with the utmost ease, pass through a number of notes 
without effort, while the exhibition of the same notes on 
paper may discourage persons, on account of its seem- 
ing difficulty. More would be done towards making 
people love the Gregorian Tones by attending Vespers 
once at N6tre Dame, than by much trouble and attention 
to written rules. To obviate this difficulty in the first

In giving the several Tones, I have prefixed the Into- 
nation (see § 5) which is used on Festivals ; in the Ferial 
Office it is omitted.

THE DAY HOURS. 



The Day Hours include the Offices throughout the 
day from sunrise till bed-time ; before sunrise are said 
Matins, which (besides other things) comprehend the 
rest of the Psalter, which is not contained in this book, 
and the Daily Lessons. Matins and the Day Hours con- 
stitute the Breviary. Some explanation is necessary to 
assist such persons as are still strangers to this Manual 
of daily devotion, in the use of the Day Hours. 

(2.) As to the time at which the various Offices are 
said. Lauds are said at sunrise a , and Prime at six o’clock 
in the morning ; the latter will generally be said imme- 
diately after the former. Tierce is said at nine ; Sext at 
twelve ; Nones at three o’clock ; Vespers are said at sun- 
set ; and Compline at bed- time. 

(3.) It should be mentioned as a fact, that as an intro- 
duction to the Offices the following rules are given ; 

Before Matins and all the Hours except Compline , and 
after Compline , is said privately ; 

Our Father, which art in heaven, hallowed be thy 
name : thy kingdom come : thy will be done in earth, as 
it is in heaven : give us this day our daily bread : and 
forgive us our trespasses, as we forgive them that tres- 
i against us : And lead us not into temptation ; but 
'ver us from evil. Amen. 

"ail, Mary, full of grace, the Lord is with thee : Blessed 
art thou among women, and blessed is the fruit of thy 
womb, Jesus. Holy Mary, Mother of God, pray for us 
sinners, now and in the hour of our death. Amen. 

• Matins, however, and even Lands, may be said by anticipation on the 
preceding day, after Compline. 



v. 
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Before Matins and Prime , and after Compline , is also 
said the Apostles' Creed . 

I believe in God the Father Almighty, Maker of 
heaven and earth. 

And in Jesus Christ his only Son our Lord : who was 
conceived by the Holy Ghost, bom of the Virgin Mary, 
suffered under Pontius Pilate, was crucified, dead and 
buried : he descended into hell : the third day he rose 
again from the dead : he ascended into heaven, and 
sitteth on the right hand of God the Father almighty : 
from thence he shall come to judge Jboth the quick 
and the dead. 

I believe in the Holy Ghost, the holy catholic Church, 
the communion of Saints, the forgiveness of sins, the 
resurrection of the body, and the life everlasting. Amen. 

Then is said aloud at Matins , each person signing his 
lips with the sign of the Cross . 

F. O Lord, open thou my lips. H. And my mouth 
shall shew forth thy praise. 

And then at Matins and at all the Hours , except Com- 
pline, such person signing himself from the forehead to 
the breast ; 

F. O God make speed, as in the Day Hours , p. 1. 

(4.) There are certain words in the Day Hours which 
need explanation. 

The Ferial Office is that said on an ordinary day ; the 
Dominical , that said on Sunday. Festivals take prece- 
dence of Feriee (except Ash- Wednesday, during Holy 
week and Whitsun-eve) ; and all higher Festivals called 
Doubles , take precedence of Sunday, except the Sundays 
during Advent, Septuagesima, Easter-day, Low-Sunday, 
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Whit-Sunday, and Trinity-Simday. Festivals which do 
not take precedence of Sunday, are Semi-doubles or 
Simple , these last being the lowest kind of Festival. 
Many of the higher Festivals are preceded by a Vigil : 
and some of the highest Festivals have an Octave , i. e. 
their Office, or at least Commemoration thereof, is con- 
tinued seven days after ; the days within the Octave are 
Semi-doubles, the Octave itself a Double. 

E The name Double is derived from doubling the Anti- 
phons, i. e. they are said entire, at Matins, Lauds and 
Vespers, both before and after the Psalms, whereas on 
inferior Festivals and on Feriae, the Ant. is only begun 
before the Psalm and said entire after it. See p. 60. 

By Commemoration is meant the notice taken of an in- 
ferior Festival, when a higher one prevents its Office being 
said, and when it is not transferred to another day. The 
more solemn Ferise too, in Advent, Lent, and the Ember 
weeks. Vigils, and Rogation Monday, are always comme- 
morated; (they also take precedence of Simple Festivals.) 

The manner of Commemoration may be seen by refer- 
ring to p. 58. of the Day Hours : it is made, as are the

If there be several Commemorations at Lauds or 
Vespers, these endings are said at the close of the first 
and last Collects only. 

The word Prayers has been retained, in contradistinc- 
tion to Collects (see pp. 21, 32), for the V. and which 
are said at the times directed by the Rubrics. 

These explanations may be sufficient for the first 
Part of the Day Hours, the Collects for Festivals being 
easily obtained from our own book of Common Prayer. 
The other Parts may require further directions.

and another of the Holy Ghost. 

But the Godhead of the Father, of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost, is all one : the glory equal, the majesty co- 
eternal. 

Such as the Father is, such is the Son : and such is the 
Holy Ghost. 

The Father uncreate, the Son uncreate : and the Holy 
Ghost uncreate. 

The Father incomprehensible, the Son incomprehensible : 
and the Holy Ghost incomprehensible. 

The Father eternal, the Son eternal : and the Holy Ghost 
eternal. 

And yet they are not three eternals : but one eternal. 

As also there are not three incomprehensibles, nor three 
uncreated : but one uncreated, and one incomprehensible. 

So likewise the Father is almighty, the Son almighty : 
and the Holy Ghost almighty. 

And yet they are not three almighties : but one almighty. 

So the Father is God, the Son is God : and the Ho ly Ghost 
is God. 

And yet they are not three Gods : hut one God. 
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So likewise the Father is Lord, the Son Lord : and the 
Holy Ghost Lord. 

And yet not three Lords : but one Lord. 

F or like as we are compelled by the Christian verity : to 
acknowledge every person by himself to be God and Lord ; 

So are we forbidden by the Catholick religion : to say, 
there be three Gods , or three Lords. 

The Father is made of none : neither created, nor begotten. 

The Son is of the Father alone : not made, nor created, 
but begotten. 

The Holy Ghost is of the Father and of the Son : neither 
made, nor created, nor begotten, but proceeding. 

So there is one Father, not three Fathers ;* one Son, not 
three Sons : one Holy Ghost, not three Holy Ghosts. 

And in this Trinity none is afore, or after other : none is 
greater, or less than another ; 

But the whole three persons are co-eternal together : and 
co-equal. 

S o that in all things, as is aforesaid : the unity in Trinity, 
and the Trinity in unity is to fee worshipped. 

H e therefore that will be saved : must thus think of the 
Trinity. 

Furthermore, it is necessary to everlasting salvation : that 
he also believe rightly the incarnation of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

For the right faith is, that we believe and confess : that 
our Lord Jesus Christ, the Son of God, is God and man : 

G od, of the substance of the Father, begotten before the 
v'orlds : and man, of the substance of his mother, bom in 
the world ; 

Perfect God, and perfect man : of a reasonable soul and 
human flesh subsisting : 

Equal to the Father, as touching his Godhead : and inferior 
to the Father, as touching his manhood. 

Who although he be God and man : yet he is not two , but 
one Christ : 
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One ; not by conversion of the Godhead into flesh : but by 
taking of the manhood into God ; 

One altogether ; not by confusion of ju&stance : but by 
unity of person. 

F or as the reasonable soul and flesh is one man : so God 
and man is one Christ ; 

Who suffered for our salvation : descended into hell, rose 
again the third day from thl dead. 

He ascended into heaven ;* he sitteth on the right hand of 
the Father, God almtyAty : from whence he shall come to 
judge the quick and the dead. 

At whose coming all men shall tise again with their todies : 
and shall give account for their own works. 

And they that have done good shall go into life everlast- 
ing : and they that have done evil into everfaiting fire. 

This is the Catholick faith : which except a man believe 
faithfully, he can not be saved. 

Glory be to the Father, and to the Son : and to the Holy 
Ghost. 

As it was in the beginning, is now, and ever shall be : 
world without end. Amen.
